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AMATEURS AID KEYS RESIDENTS 
IN CABLE CUT

On June 29th while monitoring the SFFMA 147.00/R I heard 
WA4CGQ, Chuck Wardlow from Key West asking assistance from a 
Miami station he was requesting aid in transporting a patient from 
Marathon to a Miami hospital. When Chuck cleared his traffic with 
that station I entered the conversation to offer assistance from 
Dade County. This was approximately 11:30 a.m. Chuck informed 
me he had been called by Monroe County Civil Defense and told 
there were no communications due to another cut in the fiberoptic 
cable. It was first reported the cut was in Islamorado. Later the cut 
was located at Mile Marker 88 at the Snake Creek Bridge where a 
company who was removing old pilings cut the underwater cable. 

When I was made aware of the details, as den manager I then 
placed the following calls to relay the problem. I called W4IYT, 
Andy E.C. for Dade County; KA4HLO, Carl at the EOC; N4NVN, 
Fred; and to Southern Bell repair. I put the 147.00/R on a priority 
status to assure any traffic coming from the Keys would not have a 
problem getting through to Miami. 

This was the second cable cutting in the past two months. 
Ironically both happened on the night the Dade Emergency Net 
meet. 

Many amateurs offered their services to do whatever they could 
do to help while the phone company sent their barges out and divers 
who had to go and find the underwater cable cut. 

Among the stations monitoring beside those already listed were 
KA8PWG, Otto, the ARES net manager in Marathon; and N4POR, 
Bill in Key Largo would monitor the WV4R/R on 442.350 and stay in 
communication with N4KWB, Harold who also volunteered to leave 
his packet running ’till we had an all-clear. As I was beginning to 
close the scheduled session of den, WA4CGQ informed us he 
believed communications were back to normal. N4NVN placed a 
call to Chuck to see if there was a ring, there was. This was just 
about 9:00 p.m. I thanked all the stations who had volunteered their 
services throughout the day and closed the net knowing we have a 
lot of dedicated amateurs in the event of an emergency.

RESCUE IN THE EVERGLADES 
MEMORIAL DAY 1988 
Notes By Gerry Walls, KAGDF 

Memorial Day 1988 started out, for me, rainy and gloomy. At 
approximately 11:00 a.m. I received a call from my long-time 
friend and fellow ham radio operator, Arnold Willey, N4LIW. 

Arnie told me that he was going to take his wife Joan and four- 
year-old grandson, Jaushua out into the ‘“‘Glades’”’ for an airboat 
ride. Neither Joan or Jaushua had ever been to the Glades or on an 
airboat before. N4LIW asked me to listen for him on the 40-00 
repeater in the unlikely event they needed help. 

About 1:30 p.m. while in my car returning from a mini-shopping 
trip the YAESU came to life with a call to me from N4LIW. Arnie 
said that while clipping along they had suddenly ‘‘run out of water”’ 
and were unable to move. Rick Semon, N4MFS himself an ex- 
perienced airboater, who had been “‘reading the mail’’ broke in and 
talked to Arnie about some possibilities. 

I verified that Arnie was indeed using the boat battery to 
communicate. 

Upon arrival at my home QTH I set up contact on my base 
station thereby assuring more reliable communications. 

Joan, who is still recovering from a major auto accident was 
unable to help in the attempt to free the boat. They needed on-site 
help. 

At Arnies request I raised their daughter and got the phone 
number of their neighbor Bunkey who knew the area. Arnie asked 
me not to alarm Lorie. I then attempted but failed to raise Bunkey. 
I had to call Lorie back to get still another phone number, that of 
the soon to be rescuer, and friend, Bud Marquis. 

Andy Clark, W4lYT ARRL emergency coordinator was alerted 
and came up on the 40-00 machine. 

In the meantime, Frank Ireland, K4UUO, commander for the 


_ Everglades Search and Rescue (ESR) Command Post 1 was 


advised of the problem who in turn notified Don Rush, lieutenant 
commander (ESR) who agreed to go into the area and give 
assistance with his powerful airboat. 

Direct contact was maintained with N4LIW, who was still on 
airboat 12-volt power. Rick broke in and advised that another 
airboat happened by and offered to pull him back into water.

K4ZK, STM SFL writes the following — of interest to both SSB 
and C.W. An additional net manager recently announced is 
WB3AVZ for TPTN replacing WD4KBW.

This is what I recommend: call the telephone number given in

the message or found in the phone book; identify yourself as an 
amateur radio operator with a message for (addressee) say John 

Doe; when John is on the line tell him the message is from- 
(signature) say Mary in (city or origin) say Kokomo and she says 

(read text of message). If appropriate offer to read the message 

soe so John can copy it and also ask him if he wishes to send a 

reply. 

Don’t overlook the handling instructions appearing in the 
preamble just before the check (HXA, HXB, HXC, etc.). If you are 
unable to deliver the message for some reason, you can just make 
up a message addressed to the call sign of the originating station at 
the city of origin and tell him why you have been unable to deliver 
it. If no phone number was given and you can find none in the phone 
book, you should decide whether the message appears important 
enough to warrant a call to the information operator for a number 
or whether you wish to mail a copy of the message to the addressee. 
In my experience, extremely few require such an expense; only a 
service message to the station’or origin is needed.

Friday, April 23rd, on his way to his office, KJ4WW, Kent, came 
upon the scene of an accident that had happened several minutes 
earlier. Seeing what was ahead, he called for emergency units. 
Hearing his call on 146.16/76/R, I came running toward my radio. 

W4SQG also heard the call and responded. Kent requested 
medical emergency vehicles at once. After parking at the scene, he 
hurried with his trauma kit to start emergency medical life sup- 
port, as there were three people in trauma. 

The first unit arrived and Kent was asked by the unit of 
paramedics to please remain and assist. Kent’s supplies and the 
first unit were running low and a second unit had to be called due to 
the lack of equipment and the severity of the injuries. 

After the three injured people were able to be moved, they were 
all transported via Metro-Dade Air Rescue Two to Jackson 
Memorial Hospital Trauma Unit. 

Kent has been a licensed paramedic since age 18 and in the past 
17 years he adds to his credit, the delivery of 141 babies. Some had 
to be delivered in cabs, on bus benches or enroute to a hospital, 
besides working many emergencies. 

Keep up the good work! It’s comforting knowing we have 
skilled and caring amateurs like you, Kent.

him, right? An object of the kind of contemptuous ridicule we save 
for people who hope to capitalize on other folks’ difficulties during 
distress sales, wouldn’t you say? 

Well, it’s not quite a joke. This is the same kind of leech who

The FCC will only look into the 
case upon request of the Amateur Auxiliary Coordinator or Section 
Manager. 

Due to the short range characteristics of the VHF-UHF 
frequencies it is virtually impossible for the FCC FOB or the 
Amateur Auxiliary to assist without some background information. 


There are not enough A.A. members to be in each town, so it | 


becomes very important that the Local Interference Committee be 
the focus of local interference problems. 

If you read into the above that the FCC Field Operations Bureau 
is washing its hands of amateur problems your wrong. The FCC is 
vitally concerned, they are merely letting the amateurs solve their 
own problems wherever possible. Thats the reason that the Local 
Interference Committee is becoming very important. 

Information for the Local Interference Committee can be ob- 
tained from Headquarters, the Section Manager, or myself. 


SPACE EDUCATION NETWORK 
By Carl1S. Zelizh, AA4MI 

Last month we announced the goals and organizations involved 
in developing a worldwide Space Education Network (SEN). This 
month we will look at ‘‘what’’ it will provide. 

Bulletin Material — The topic of ‘‘space education” is broad 
enough to encompass the history of rocketry, a history of events 
leading to the beginning of the Space Age 30 years ago, the 
achievements of the USSR, the United States and many other 
countries who currently possess space capability, the impact of 
space technology on nearly every scientific discipline and the 
classroom instruction of scientific, sociological and artistic con- 
cepts of space technology and its daily application to human living. 

It is clear that a five- to 10-minute news and tutorial session on 
the subject of space development would not soon run out of in- 
formation content. The challenge lies in organizing the material so 
that each session of the SEN is self-contained, yet, if combined 
together, becomes a cohesive long-term educational presentation. 

The contents of a SEN bulletin may be composed thusly: 

1. Each week would open with five minutes of current space 
development news from major space/astronomy related news 
publications. 

2. A 10-minute look at the present state of space development 
with particular emphasis on obstacles, both technical and non- 
technical, which appear to prevent the United States from pursuing 
an aggressive space program. 

3. A 10-minute segment devoted to the possible futures of the 
-development of space. Concepts, such as, how does the unique 
environment of space make it an ideal laboratory for research, 
development and manufacturing; or the synergy needed between 
the many scientific disciplines needed to sustain human life in 
space, etc. 

4. Next a brief look at the milestones in the history of the Space 
Age for the upcoming week. 

5. Next a mention of recent editorial viewpoints on aerospace 
issues. 

6. Tutorials — Proposed topics include a description of how the 
amateur radio communications satellite being used for the SEN 
works, how its orbital and particular operational characteristics 
were determined. Discussions of how the sky contributes to noise as 
a function of frequency, rocket motor design and operation and 
development of launch vehicles. 

The total session time if all these segments are used except the 
tutorials would be one-half hour. Including a tutorial would then 
expand a session to one hour. The “‘segment”’ format allows ex- 
pansion and replacement of modules. For instance, a parallel 
project to involve the National Space Society chapters would 
generate an interest in a chapter news segment. Another ad- 
vantage of this format, is that bulletin material may be provided by 
different groups.

MORE ABOUT REPEATER TELEPHONE CHARGES 
By Guice W. Johnson, WA4LHO 

Many of you have read the articles in the March issue of ‘‘73 
Amateur Radio’”’ and July Florida Skip about Southwestern Bell 
changing the classification of telephone lines for repeater auto- 
patches from commercial to residential. Obviously we as amateur 
radio operators cannot operate a commercial enterprise because 
the FCC prohibits it. 

I think it advisable that all repeater operators and for that 
matter all users of repeaters with auto-patch write to the Public 
‘Service Commission and also to the telephone company that serves 
your community. By making our collective voice heard we may be 
able to convince the Public Service Commission to redefine the rate 
structure and change the classification of repeater telephone lines. 
This could decrease our cost of performing a public service in 
many locations by at least half.

After paying commercial for approximately two years, I simply called Southern Bell 
and questioned them as to why. I was told that since our phone line was terminated at a 
commercial site we were just automatically charged the commercial rate. Once I ex- 
plained to them that it was used for amateur radio communications and referred them to 
Part 97 of the FCC Regulations, they immediately changed us to regular rates and even 
made it retroactive to the time of installation whereby we received a healthy refund on 
our next bill. 

So it pays to make phone calls and to let people know what you are doing. As far as Iam 
concerned, Southern Bell could not have been any nicer about it.

POLISHING BRASS

In Guantanamo I caught shore patrol. Wearing my S.P. arm 


band and carrying a night stick, I sallied forth to keep the peace. 


After surveying the situation I waited in line to buy the delicious ice , 


cream — made from condensed milk — and went toa movie. 

All this was giving me a complex, waiting in line I was either 
behind some big sailor looking up to him or in front of a big one 
being looked down on by him. | 

I went to the dock to see that the sailors made the last boat. It 
was easy and a few were rolled on board like a rug. 

We anchored in the Bay of Ganives. At night we could see the 
torch light parade going up the side of the mountain. Some said 
they were going to perform voodoo ceremonies. We never saw any 
come down. 

We held abandon ship drill in the bay. I had to climb over the 
side carrying a Thompson .45 caliber sub-machine gun on toa piece 
of netting that looked like it was made of crocheted rope. I was 
either looking down the barrel or the butt of the gun was tangled up 
between my legs. It was a very ungraceful abandonment. 

The slim, gray ship looked forlorn sitting out there in the bay. 

It was easy going back aboard, there were helping hands over 
the life lines. 

This time it was a rough trip going back. One of the ships in the 
squadron had the bottom knocked out of a life boat and a splinter 
was driven under the rudder lines and it traveled in a big circle 
with the high waves beating it to death. They came alongside at 
Charleston and I asked an Ensign friend hanging over the rail how 
his sea sickness pills worked. He said he was too sick to go below 
and get them. 

The Charleston S.C. papers headliners were ‘Reservists Face 
104 Miles per Hour Winds.”’ 

In those seas the destroyers seemed to run under several feet of 
water. Such conditions made copying weather and press pretty 
tough. - 

It is 1931, Iam now W4AAR and I decided to try another kind of 
ship. It wasn’t easy to get a job that year. I took a copy of the ‘‘Rail- 
road and Steamship Guide’ and wrote every steamship line and 
asked them if they needed a radio operator. Seven answered and all 
said no. One said yes; there was a catch I found out later. 

In June, standing on a dock in Philadelphia, I was entertained 
by a kid telling me stories of fights between stevedores who, often 
killed one another with their barrel hooks. He also wanted a quarter 
to join a crap game going on nearby. I gave him one, he lost it. A 
Model A Ford containing two policemen whizzed around the corner 
and everybody scattered. They stopped and picked up the pot. It 
must have been every bit of a buck and a half. Five minutes later 
they came back and threw the money back. Weird behavior. I 
would see some more. 

A ship slowly made its way alongside, lines were tossed to the 
dock and fastened. What wasn’t leaking out of it looked like it was 
ready to fall off. : 

The Third Mate showed me the radio room. A small cubicle aft 
and below the bridge. The radio equipment consisted of an IP501 
receiver, crystal detector and a home-made two stages of audio. 
The transmitter was a 1KW spark with quenched gaps. In the 
center of the operating bench was a large antenna switch that both 
switched the antenna and turned on the generator. Copper tubing 
led to a feed through overhead. There was a small steam radiator, 
that when in use sweated the bulkhead, and when the transmitter 
was in use one could draw sparks to his knuckles off the rivet heads. 

I noticed there was no bunk in the radio room. I questioned the 
Mate. He said, “‘Oh, we pay you $30 a month as a deckhand and 
$67.50 for being the radio operator. I was a long ways from home 
and in between cruises I had been reading railroad tariff proof for 
$95 a month, I took it. 

My bunk was just inside the fo’c’sle hatch on the bottom. It was 
especially handy when drunk deckhands staggering over to the fire 
axe, taking it off the bulkhead and swinging around while hanging 
on to a stanchion and threatening to chop one into pieces. It 
develops the umanly art of cringing. Finally, one night I jumped up 
screaming at a deckhand so engaged and informed him I was the

THE NEW AUTO TAG 
PROCEDURE IS NOW IN EFFECT 

The Florida Department of Highway Safety and Motor Vehicles 
has announced a new requirement for auto tag renewals. Under the 
law, which took effect May 1st, renewal applications for a tag or 
decal will be rejected, if the vehicle’s current odometer reading 
isn’t included on the renewal form. 

Since 1984, space has been provided on vehicle registration 
forms for the odometer reading, but such information has not been 
mandatory. 

It now is effective with renewals for owners whose birthdays are 
in May. Those owners should have already received their renewal 
applications. If they mail in the forms without the mileage 
recorded, the forms will be mailed back. 

In addition to renewals, the odometer reading is also required 
when the original plate and decal are issued, when a plate is 
transferred from one vehicle to another, or when a lost or stolen 
plate is replaced. Any registration that is processed after May Ist, 
whether received in the tag agency by mail, or through walk-in, 
must have the current odometer reading recorded on it. 

This requirement is effective in every county in Florida.

RADIO D.J. ‘PAPPY‘ LINN 
DIES AT 76

Bandel ‘‘Pappy” Linn, a well-known cartoonist and radio 
personality, died Saturday morning at the age of 76. 

From 1972 to 1983, Mr. Linn was ‘“‘good morning” man at WCOA. 

‘He was one of the last great radio personalities,” said his son- 
in-law Don Priest. ‘‘He was a guy whose humor could cut across a 
broad spectrum of people; black and white, young and old, rich and 
poor.

For the next 40 years, he regularly put his pen-and-ink 
humor into magazines such as “Saturday Evening Post,” ‘Col- 
liers,”’ and ‘“‘Town and Campus” magazines. 

Mr. Linn is survived by his wife Margaret; a daughter Dawn 
Priest of Pensacola; two sons, Charles Linn of Albuquerque, New 
Mexico, and Steven Linn of Benton Harbor, Michigan. 

Funeral services were recently at the Harper Morris Funeral
